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What is claimed is; 



1. A system comprising: 

a server computer hawing travel information; 



a client computer, ha 
an actuator that is actuat 



ing a cursor moving element, and 
id to select a current position 



of said cursor moving element, said client computer 
connected to said server computer over a network, and 



running a server interfaci

program operating to produce a graphical user interface 
that allows entry of a desired starting area for travel, 
and a desired ending area fior said travel, said graphical 
user interface displaying a map of an area within which the 
travel will occur, and allowing said starting area for said

3. A system as in claim 2, wherein said server 
computer produces an image of a line extending between said 
starting point and said ending point, overlaid on said map. 



4. A system as in .claim 1, wherein said client 
computer displays a first calendar near said starting area, 
and near said ending area, allows selection of at least one 
date from said calendar, and transmits said dates to said

server computer, said travel information received from said 
server computer being also based on said dates. 

5. A system as in claim 3, wherein said line includes 
an indication of a stopping point between said beginning 
point and said ending point. 
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
